Marriages In One Caste Irrlndla Al- 


ways Occur Before the Age 


of Twelve. 


Foar Lundred weddings were cele- 


brated simultaneously 'on a recent 
Saturday at Surat, India, among mem- 
bers o£ the Lewa Kunbi caste, accord- 
Ing to tho.London Mirror. 


None of tho brides was over twelve 


years of age, tho majority being from 
ono to six years old, while the bride- 


grooms'varied from three to nine. 


Most of the contrctlng parties sat or 


lay on the-laps of their parents during 
the ceremony, and.were given sweets 
to keep them quiet. 


The caste only celebrates weddings 


every ton or twelve years. It Is quite 
a common thing for the children of 
the casto to bo married when they are 
only four, five or'slx years of age, but 
marriages at an earlier age than four 
are exceptional, 
. 


These baby briclQS,"oC course,; do /not 


join their husbands when 
they 'are 


still .right now. That's the dope."

Hedding of Milwaukee then attempted 
to introduce a bill which would per- 
mit certain hotels to have saloon li- 
censes even though the licenses were 
in excess of the number permitted 
under the Baker law. This bill like- 
wise failed to obtain the required 
two-thirds. 


Without a vote of opposition, the 


assembly concurred in the amend- 
ments to the Spoor frog bill, which 
makes the months of March and April 
a closed season. Spoor claimed that 
the dealers of frogs in Wisconsin, 
annually shipped $150,000 of frog meat 
to the markets of Chicago and New 
York. He feared that the frog would 
be exteiminated in Wisconsin, "as the 
bnake had been from Ireland," unless 
a closed season was declared. The 
bill punishes by a fine of not less 
than $23 any person who shall catch 
frogs during the closed season.

Marriages in One Caste In India Al- j 


ways Occur Before the Age 
j 


of Twelve. 
| 


Foar Irandred weddings were cele- 


brated simultaneously on a 
recent 


Saturday at Surat, India, among mem- 
ben ot the Lewa Kunbi caste, accord- 
Ing to the London Mirror. 


None of the brides was over twelve 


years of age, the majority being from 
one to.six years old, while the bride- 
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grooms varied from three to nine. 


Most of the contrcting parties sat or 


lay on the laps of tbeir parents during 
the ceremony, and were given sweets 
to keep them quiet. 


I 
The caste only celebrates weddings 


j every ten or twelve years. It is quite 


I a common thing for the children of j 


the caste to be married when tbey are 
only four, five or six years of age, but 
marriages at an earlier age than four 
are exceptional. 


These baby brides, of course, do not 


join their husbands when 
they 
are 


married 
They wait until they reach 


t!ie age of ten or eleven, wben tbere 
ia a second marriage. 


Should a baby bride's husband die 


bl'fore she readies the age for the sec- 
ond marriage she becomes a widow j 
and has to remain so all her life. 
i 


In such cases the widow at once 


loses caste. Her ornaments are taken 
off her and she becames a sort of out- 
cast, looked down upon and generally 
made a household drudge 


The husband, on the other 
band, 


should his baby bride die before the 


second marriage, may marry 
again. 


In fact, he is expected to do so within 
a few months of the 
death 
of 
the 


bride. 
, If he does not marry again within a 
few months he loses caste. 
His fel- 


lows refuse to smoke or drink 
with 


him.

animals in a thrifty growing condition 
in 
winter as well 
as in 
summer. 


Doubling the feeding value'of a crop 
is similar to doubling the corn yield, 
capacity for animals with increased 
net profits and with practically no

production. The 


average small farmer, who now grows 
no beef animals, could with a small 
silo of fifty to sixty tons capacity; grow 
and finish from two or three to half 
a dozen beef animals every year .at 
slight additional cost to his present

Most of the work will be 
done on the public roads, and the nat 
ure and conditions of the employment 
may not be such as to make the sub- 
ject extremly anxious to undertake a 
second term. 
The advantage of the 


plan is that instead of 
inflicting 
a 


roundabout punishment on the wife 
and children, it deals directly on the 
culprit himself and forces him to pro- 
vide an income by his own toil for 
those dependent on him, no matter 
how much against his own inclination 
such a requirement may be. It looks 
as if the Washington law judiciously 
administered, might provide just the 
sort of encouragement that the lazy 
and non-supporting husband needs.—

resenting Wood County In the state 
legisature, was in town on some law 
business Wednesday, thin being his 
first visit lo Marshfield of any con- 
sequence sinco last winter, 
fie ap- 


peared to be disgusted with the long 
session ot, the legislature, an'ii accord- 
ing to reports of a sppech he made 
some ten days ago he made no bones 
of saying so on the floor of the assem- 
bly. 


"The legislature might just as well 


have stopped wasting time, passed the 
necessary /tjilte, and adjourned two 
months ago," said Mr. Conway in 
talking with a Times man. There is a 
pitiful lot of obstruction as well as 
construction going on m the law-mak- 
ing body of the state, and I firmly be- 
lieve that after standing a certain am- 
ount of it the people will take things 
in their own hands and vote for a 
drastic remedy. 


"Scarcely any legislation of conse- 


quence has come in those last few 
weeks which might a» well not have 
been brought up in the early spring 
and disposed one way or another. 
There are not enough taxpayers in the 
legislature to appreciate the viewpoint 
of the taxpayers." 


Mr. Conway was strong in his ex 


presMon of the waste of money in the 
state. 
"If we had more taxpayers in 


the state senate and assembly," he 
said, "bfttcr care would be taken of 
the peoples funds." As a cane in point 
he cited the university appropriation 
bill, which caried an item of $300,000 
for a new dormitory into which the 
authorities proposed to admit for- 
eigners and non-residents of the state 
on the same terms as Wisconsin stu- 
dents,thus gn ing no return to the state 
for 
provisions made for them. 
A 


iider was also tacked onto the univer- 
sity bill which would have given the 
university pmver to admit foreigners 
and non-residents without paying tui- 
tuition fees. Just 
such 
things as 


these," he said, "are going to make it 
harder for the university to get the 
right kind of support." 


"Both houses should be composed 


of 
twenty-five members," he said,

and thereby laid the foundation for 
the successful separation of these ele- 
ments and consequent growth of the 
modern creamery industry, but also 
famous for the unusual example of un- 
selfishness which he set in refusing 
to personally profit from this and other 
extremely useful inventions perfected 
bj himself. With rare generosity and 
magnanimity he decided to give his in- 
ventions to the world without cost or 
restriction ,biliving that in so doing he 
was aiding the progress of humanity 
and contributing W- the success of the 
farmers, to whose cause be was sm- 
cerly devoted. The effect and result of 
bis liberality, moreover, have entirely 
justified his judgment in the matter for 
the Babcock test started the dairy in- 
dustry in this state, and thruout the 
world, for that matter, in a new line of 
activity that has given it wonderful 
growth and expansion. It is univer- 
sally conceded that Dr. Babcock could 
easily have reaped millions of profit; 
from his inventions, but instead of 
doing so he has preferred to rest con- 
tent with the satisfaction derived from 
the thought that he has been a genuine 
benefactor to humanity. 


Of such a man the people of Wis- 


consin can indeed feel proud, and no 
honors are too great to be conferred 
on him. 
His worthy example more- 


over, can not be too frequently re- 
called, for his remarkable unselfish- 
ness has set a mark that is in refresh- 
ing contrast to the sordid greed and 
avarice which far trio generally per- 
meate the business world in these mod- 
ern times, when the dollar sign is the 
goal post aimed at by nfiost people.

Perhaps one of the greatest devices 


or keeping more live stock econo- 
nically on the farm is the silo. 
With 


he silo not only is the feeding value 
of the corn crop almost doubled, but 
ill of the crop is saved and trans- 
ormed into appetizing and nutritious 
eed of the best quality for keeping the 
animals in a thrifty growing condition 
n 
winter as well 
as in 
summer. 


Doubling the feeding value of a crop 
s similar to doubling the corn yield, 
capacity for animals with increased 
net profits and with practically no 
added 
cost 
for 
production. The 


average small farmer, who now grows 
no beef animals, could with a small 
silo of fifty to sixty tons capacity", grow 
and finish from two or three to half 
a dozen beef animals every year at 
slight additional cost to his present 
farming 
operations. Four 
or five 


acres of good corn will fill such a silo, 
which will furnish succulent feed all 
winter for cattle, horses, mules and 
sheep. The silo is a means on the 
farm of turning corn stalks into the 
best of feed, where, as a rule, their 
value is almost nothing. Also, the 
feeding of silage means more manure 
for 
enriching 
the 
land 
to 
grow 


larger 
crops. 
Silage in winter 
is 


equal to June grass. 


The possibilities and value ot al- 


falfa on every farm have" not yet 
been realized. It has been demon- 
strated almost beyond a question of 
doubt that alfalfa can be grown on 
almost all land in this country, in 
both arid and humid sections. Al- 
falfa is the queen of forage crops, 
not only in the amount yielded per 
acre, but in its extremely high feed- 
ing value to all animals, cattle, hogs, 
horses, sheep and poultry. There 


growing and fattening of cattle, and 
it is equally as good for sheep and 
horses. Being high in protein con- 
tent, it furnishes elements for fatten- 
ing and finishing. When It is used, 
less grain is needed. 


Alfalfa is an exacting crop in its 


special needs, but when it [becomes 
established in good soil and receives 
right treatment, it will yield from 
two to four times as much good feed 
per acre as corn, clover, wheat, oats, 
or timothy. 
And besides, while it is 


outclassing 
all the other 
common 


field crops in the 
production 
of 
a 


nutritious feed, which all farm ani- 
mals like, it is at the same time add- 
ing 
nitrogen to the 
soil in larger 


quantities than the best clover crop, 
and by means of its large tap roots, 
which 
grow as deep as 30 feet 
or 


more, it materially improves the soil 
physically. Growing alfalfa on the 
farm means the profitable keeping 
of more 
live stock, with 
continual 


improvement of the land. 


Double the usual number of hogs 


can be grown on the alfalfa farm, 
and less than one-half the corn will 
be required to grow and finish them. 
You can feed alfalfa hay to hogs in 
winter the same as clover to cattle. 
When the hay is ground into meal 
and mixed with mill feeds, hogs and 
pigs will eat it as readily as they will 
other good feeds. The use of alfalfa 
is one way of producing.cheap pork. 
The growing of this valuable forage 
crop is one of the many ways of pro- 
fitably keeping more live stock on the 
farm. 
Better bred animals, more and 


better feeds, adequate 
shelter 
and 


equipment, and more interest in the 
business in general will mean more 
profit to farmers, and a partial solu- 
tion of the food problem to the masses.

What Bohemians Avfompllshcd by 


Co-Operative Work. 


In the spring 'of 1911 the Ten- 


nessee Central railroad located a 
colony of Bohemians on the Cumber- 
land plateau at Mayland, under the 
name of the Bohemian Co-Operative 
Farming company. They purchased 
5,300 acres in the woods without clear- 
ing, houses or fences. Immediately 
from New Jersey and Ohio Bohemian 
families came to the plateau and the 
work of transforming the wilderness 
into productive fields, gardens and or- 
chards began. The story of this won- 
derful development is told by Rutledge 
Smith, industrial agent of the Ten- 
nessee Central railroad, as follows: 


"The land was subdivided into fifty 


acre tracts, one tract to the famly, so 
that the entire purchase would care 
tor 100 families. 
Mr. Leonard Sch^ 


wartz of New Jersey, an educated, cul- 
tured and trained farmer of large ex- 
perience, was made 
manager of the 


colony, and the work of development 
has been under his immediate super- 
vision. As the colony is co-operative 
in every respect, all the work is done 
by the Bohemians, no outside help be- 
ing employed. 


"The first work that was done after 


the property was subdivided was to 
build a few comfortable cottages to 
care for the pioneers. 
This done, they 


elaborated a careful program of pro- 
cedure which would automatically ex- 
pand with the increasing population. 


"I went up last week to see the 


fruits of their labors. 
I found nearly 


100 light haired and bronzed 
faced 


sons and daughters of Bohemia, in- 
telligent, happy and content. Satis- 
faction reigned supreme with them, 
and they expressed themselves as hav- 
ing reached a clime as near perfection 
to their ideals of life as it was possible 
to find. 
It made me feel good to re- 


ceive the sincere gratitude of these 
sturdy people for bringing them to 
the plateau of Tennessee. 


"Mr. Schwartz showed me over the 


lands. Where formerly the timbered 
jungle stopd were modern, imposing, 
barns overflowing with 
feed. The 


fields of timothy had cut nearly two 
tons per acre, and these had been 
turned and planted in turnips and cab 
bagc for cow feed, and it looked a 
though they would produce enougl 
to feed the mountain. 


"Then there wer<* patches of buck 


wheat, rye and the vegetable gardens 
all 
luxuriant 
and 
profitable. Ve 


getables have been canned for winte 
uso and to sell. 


"Not only have these thrifty son 


of 
Bohemia supported 
themselve 


while 'making their homes, but ar 
now reaping a distinct profit. 
The 


all have money, pay for what they buv 
are good citizens awl a blessing t 
Tennessee. 


"Kvery day is workday for them 


It is never too hot or cold; they kee 
everlastingly at it. They work wit 
intelligence, with a definite idea 
view and accomplish what they'sta 
out to do. They do not practice th 
habit of our fanners in going to be< 
at dark and rising before day. 
Afte 


supper (hey read and l:iy out the wo 
for the morrow, discuss together tl 
best means for advancement, spend an 
occasional evening in social enjoyment, 
and at a reasonable hour m the mur- 
ning are in the^ fluids and there they 
remain until dark. Success can only 
crown the efforts of such intelligent 
labor. 


"In the field the Bohemian rides, no

issue of Farm and Fireside .writes: 


"A tendency exists among- many 


farmers to burn all cornstalks, loose 
straw, 
clover-chaff and 
superfluous 


roughage about the place. 
But it is 


too expensive. 


"Every, time an acre of stalks is 


burned twenty-one pounds of nitrogen 
goes into the air and will cost you 
$3^50 to buy back again. 
"Wheat or 


oats straw 
from an acre 
contains 


about twelve to fourteen pounds of 
nitrogen, and clover-chaff three times 
this amount. 


"One can easily figure from these 


deductions what, a wreekless loss to 
the farm is a fire in the chaff-pile or 
stalkfield. 
The 
cut-awayf\ and 
disk 


harrows will chop these 'bulky, ma- 
terials up ready, for the: plow where 
they can be turned under. If you 
want'to fatten the old farm, stuff it 
with organic matter."

In some cases the deposits reached 


a depth ot ICO to 180 feet and arc 
calculated to be thousands of years 
old. 


Nowhere else in the world are ma- 


rine birds found In so great, quantities 
as along this coast. Their presence in 
such Immense numbers is due to the 
quantities of fish found there, upon 
which the 
birds feed. Cormorants, 


pelicans, seagulls and marine crows, 
in clouds, numbering 
hundreds 
of 


thousands, may bo seen flying low to 
or from the islands. 


But the birds alone could not havu 


produced the Peruvian guano. If. was 
necessary to have the rainless cllmato 
of these islands In order to accompllsn 
the result. 


"Rain so seldom falls that aged men 


can count on the fingers of one hand," 
says one commentator, "the times in 
their lives when they have seen this 
marvelous thing—water falling from 
the skies." 


It is on this account that Peruvian 


guano in its natural state, never hav- 
ing been exposed to rain or dampness, 
has retained its nitrogen and is of 
such great value. Some guano con- 
tains all three elements of plant life— 
nitrates, phosphates and potash—and 
all of it contains two elements—phos- 
phates and fixed nitrogen. U sells as 
high as $100 a ton.

For he and his friends never saw any 
really wet lake here. On a hot, still 
day they have seen myriads of lakes. 
But no real water covered these 
square miles in their day. 


These lakes literally swarm with 


fish. At times' they lie upon the sur- 
face so thickly that, as their flns move 
the whole surface Is aRiUletd as If n 
breeze was blowing over it. They arc 
qo plentiful that when the water 
Is 


turned Into the irrigation ditches the 
fish that have spawned and multiplied 
Coat down in schools and are carried 
out upon the fields of alfalfa and other 
crops, and the farmers gather them 
up in wagon loads and salt down 
enough in a week to last them through 
a whole year. 


There are five of Ihoso lakes. They 


were finished in 3898, nnd the fish 
have been spawning and increasing in 
numbers ever since. 


Tho lakes are seven miles north of 


Lamar, and to gel there one must 
drive over the 
level 
prairie.

largest of the lakes Is Ncnoshee, sev- 
en miles long.

Harken to what Harrison Fisher, Irvln Wiles, 


Edwin Blashneld and Victor D. lirenner say. 
This galaxy of illustrator, painter, mural deco- 
rator and sculptor has come to the defense of 
physical beauty in a woman past the middle span- 
of life. 
They've all seen matrons and spinsters 


who were handsome when.the half-century post 
bad faded on the ten-year distant horizon. 


Cheer up, mothers, grandmothers, aunts and 


cousins—yon 
whose 
silver-sprinkled 
tresses 


droop over sylvan folds of face and brow! 
What 


matters It if nature rebels at the strain of busy 
life and sears your velvet cheeks with tliR in- 
evitable wrinkles of motherly devotion? T?v>e 
handsome still! 


The fair debutante may appeal to the eye for 


beauty no more than her mother from whom the 
color of buoyant youth has flown; whoso Mesh 
has lost the satin gloss of girlhood days: whose 
tender lips have compressed in the firmness that 
comes of mental strength and mal.ure character 


None the less is the artistic eye today appre- 


ciative of vivacious girlhood with its luminous 
flesh and radiant nature. 
But it liar, turned to 


another quarter for a type of beauty that has 
survived from the birth of man, but never shone 
resplendent in the light of public approval. 


The mature woman—she who has the fullness 


Of life, the mental development and the strong 
force of character written In every age line of 
her countenance—has been called beautiful. She 
has been striving for this verdict for centuries 
nnd centuries, but only now has her day of reck- 
oning with youth come.

favor. 
The middle and the past middle-aged 


women of New York have heard the verdict. You 
are beautiful! 


Victor D. Brenner, sculptor, who knows the 


soft and pleasing lines of figure as well as he 
knows the face, Is to the fore as the most out- 
spoken and uncompromising indotser of this new 
viewpoint in art. "All women are to be ad- 
mired." he put It generally, and declares that 
femininity in every condition of servitude and 
age has points for artistic admiration. 


The poetic has Its place in Sculptor Brenner's 


reasoning as much as the hard and fast rules 
for physical perfection. 
He personifies the time- 


worn adage: 
"Beauty Is only skin deep." Be- 


neath the flesh, beneath the walls of muscle and 
the frame of bone gnes Sculptor Rrenner for his 
ideals. Mentality, morality and warmth of heart 
are all nig prescribed ingredienees for the most 
beautiful woman. 


"Beauty all depends upon the viewpoint of the 


Individual sculptor," declares Mr. Brenner. "He 
Is influenced by the nature of his subject, by the 
task he has before him. If beauty of childhood 
Is his theme, then his whole heart and soul are 
wrapped In the inflate lines of tenderness and 
delight to be found in early youth. 


"If the sculptor seeks the poetry of spring- 


time, he perchance requisitions beauty of an age 
from eighteen to twenty. He none the less appre- 
ciates this bloom of early life nnd it can't help 
but draw forth his admiration. 


"From twenty-five to thirty I miebt classify as 


another type of beauty: a beauty that is begin- 
ning to bloom in all its radiance, fully developed 


and taking on the richness of a valley flower 
before the touch of withering heat. 


"From thirty-five to forty takes us to a period 


where the average human unschooled In more 
than a superficial appreciation of beauty might 
remark that voluptuousness was giving way to 
the ravages of age 
LJiave found many, many 


beautiful between the ages of thirty-five and forty 
—positively handsome. 


"This brings us to the halt-century mark, 


where woman has .all the strength of character 
imparted by a lifetime of observation. Here en- 
ters personal magnetism, a factor which fig- 
ures largely In the determination of beauty. 
If 


face, form and temperament harmonize, she is 
placed In the 
category of the lovely. 


"1 have seen women fifty years old who I con- 


sidered exceedingly handsome." 


Edwin 
BlasbfUld, 
mural 
decorator, 
says: 


"There are four types or ages of beauty—chil- 
dren, who are most handsome; youth, between 
the ages of sixteen and nineteen; middle age. 
ranging from twenty-five to ihirty, and women 
who are mounting the ladder of time toward the 
half-century marlt. 


"I have seen many handsome women at forty- 


five and fifty. Sometimes wrinkles are exceed- 
ingly beautiful in women of that age. 
Persons 


who use their brains a great deal in after life 
generally are exceedingly attractive. 
Wrinkles 


enhance this type. 


"I have no particular choice of beauty as re- 


gards age. I use models from nineteen to thirty, 
but by no means do I consider they are the em- 
bodiment of all that is beautiful." 


Harrison Fisher, illustrator, has his personal 


tastes as regards the age of charming .women. 
"I prefer the beauty of a woman from sixteen to 
twenty-eight," he says. 
"Between those periods 


of life I consider her the most charming because 
she embodies all the spirit of youth, the Innocence 
of girlhood and lacks the veneer of worldliness 
that conies to a woman later in life. But I am 
not decrying the attractions of older women. 
I have seen them at thirty and thirty-five and 
even forty whom I consider more handsome than 
girls. I know women of fifty who I consider 
embody all the elements of general beauty. They 
may have lost some of the fairness of their girl- 
hood days, but they have made up for it in physi- 
cal development, in mental sharpness and^in the 
strong characteristics of the face. 


"There are so many good-looking women in 


New York it's hard to pick out any particular 
beauty of any type or of any age. Women all 
are to be admired." 


Irvin Wiles, eminent portrait painter, who has 


daily opportunities to observe types of beauty, is 
more lenient as to advanced age than either Mr 
Fisher, Mr. Brenner or Mr. Blashfield. 


"I have seen women who were handsome at sev- 


enty," he declared. 
A womaft-at thirty may be 


far more handsome than one at fifteen or eight- 
een. 
They say age is no respecter of beauty, 


but you may reverse it and remark that beauty is 
no respecter of age. Much of the 
secret of 


beauty depends upon the physical and mental 
care a woman takes of herself. 
The portrait 


painter does not look so much for beauty in his 
subject as he does for the medium that permits 


him to emphasize beauty. Of course the major- 
ity of our sitters want us to paint thwn as beauti- 
ful as Is consistent with the laws of art. A 
woman of thirty has developed. She has learned 
the value of dress, how to attire herself in a 
manner that enhances any physical charms she 
may possess. Girlhood lacks the development of 
more- mature age. Therefore, a woman of thirty 
way present a far more attractive appearance 
than the girl In her 'teens or just past the twenty 
mark. 


"The woman beauty at fifty li :«ss in evidence 


thun the handsome feminine in ter 'toens or bej 
low the age of thirty. Hut I have senn handsome 
women at fifty; women whosr features, whose 
personalities and whoso physical development 
struck me as being amazingly handsome. 


"From my view I don't think dress has much to 


do with good looks. The true lover of beauty 
gazes and can enthuse over cut of features and 
tint of complexion without, dwelling on clothes. 
1 consider a woman between the age of eighteen 
and twenty to be in the bloom of youth. Natur- 
ally, youth is attractive; it is like a rose in its 
brilliancy beneath a. light morning dew."
